St. Joun, New-Brunswick, Aug.

“About 1 o’cleck Wednesday after- 
noon the sky was cOvered with dark, 
thick cleuds, and heavy thunder-claps 
were heard in the distance. —_ mh 
saged a tempest, but nobod 
the terrific one that so frig cand athe 
people of North Bank. Some thick 
clouds plowed the sky, and two pepent 
ally, enormously large and black, a 
proached each other from opposite i- 
rections, and came into collision at 
Rich Cove, about two miles above St. 
Mary’s Church. The shock was ter- 
rible, ferming a waterspout conical in 
shape and frightful in size. The cy- 
clone, moving toward the east, trav- 
ersed several small woods, uprooting 
and raising everything in the course 
of its passage for a width of two acres, 
Three farm-houses, with barns and 
stock, were scattered about the fields.

On the river the 
waterspout lifted two arches from the 
top of the big bridge to the south of 
pes channel and launched them a hun- 
below.

20 tons nearly disappeared before the 
tornado.

OHIO’S PEARL FISHERIES. 


Fishing With The Feet —Pearl Bearing 
Mussels In The Miam!| River—A Curi- 
ous Industry. : 


From the New York Sun. 

The bed of the fisheries extends 
along a distance of ten mileson the 
Little Miami -River, and about mid- 
way are the towns of Waynesville and 
Corwin. The river is a sluggish little 
stream, looking opaque enough to held 
its own secrets; and it did se until 
about twenty years ago. ae. that 
time a practical geol visited 
Waynesville, and somet oa in the 
couchological indications of thia re- 
gion suggested to him that it was the 
stuff that pearls are, or should be, 
made of, and he began to investigate 
the mussel shells that abound in beds 
in the river. The result justified his 
conjecture; pearls were found in suf- 
ficient quantity to make the fishery an 
occupation, and since that time pearl 
fishing has been a recognized industry 
‘of this region. These ‘beds of mussel 
shelis are found in deposits any where 
from the banks to the middle of the 
river, and are generally discovered by | * 
the feet of the pearl fisher. About 
fifty men and beys are engaged in this 
work. They wade into the river at 
depths varying from the knees to the 
neck. With their feet they feel the 
shells, and 

RAISE THEM BY THEIR TOES 


te the small canoes that are anchored 
near them. A bushel or more having 
been collected, the fisher goes to the 
shore, and, sitting dewn in the cool 
shade, opens the shells with a large 
knife. The hapless mollusk within 
is not of the slightest value, either 
commercially or gastronomically. Its 

arls alone are sought. They are 

ound between a translucent mem 
brane that lines the shell and the 
shell _ itself. Occasienally _ the 
pearl is imbedded in the shell so firm- 
ly that only an experienced lapidary 
can safely detach it. This is rare. 
The number of pearls found in a sin- 
gle shell rarely exceeds three, and on 
an average only one shell out ofa 
auodred and fifty contains any pearls 
atall. It isa common experience to 
oper bushels of shells and not find a 
pearl. The pearl fishers are usually 
the drift of the population, men and 
boys to whom regular steady work is 
slow torture. Many of the old Indian 
mounds that have been opened con- 
tain pearls, showing how ancient their 
existence is. In the mounds they lie 
as theugh they had been strung, but 
they crumble at a touch.

This is the form- 
ula: One pound of flour, half pound 
of baking pewder, quarter pound of 
salt, half pound of tard, half pound 
raisins, pint of corn meal, pint of wa- 
ter, quarter pound of alum (to make 
it white), and two ounces of glue (to 
give it body). This mixture was 
kneaded well and baked in the ashes. 
Comstock was the first man that, 
driven by the pangs of hunger, dared 
to attack the biscuit. He took a bite, 
and ejaculated, ‘‘What damned tough 
bread” —- “but, ” he added, ‘‘but it's 
good though.”
